shall be subject to a penalty of ten dollars for each day it
neglects and fails to open and keep such preseribed books and
accounts,

2, All books of ortginal entry such as the cash book or jour-
nal, the regisiers of cerlificales of deposit, of drafts and of loans
and discounls shall be requived to be kept in permanently bound
books. The so-called card system shall in no case be permiticd
as a substitute for a ledger in any bank.

Seetion 11-—13. 1. Vaecancies occurring after the holding of
any primary shall be filled by the party committee of the eity,
district, county, or state, as the case may be.

2. If a person whose name is printed on the primary ballot
shall die or file a declination to accept the nomination dfter the
ballots are printed, or if he shall be disqualified to accept such
nomination, the votes cast for him shall be counted and returned;
and if he shall recerve the greatest number of votes, as provided
by seclion 11—16 of the statutcs, the vacancy shall be filled by
the parly committee, as aforesaid.
